‘They should not be used on patent leather at 
all, for if the shoes are well care for with 
a cloth or light brush the paste would not 
be required to give a polish. It cracks fhe 
leather and then soaks through to the foot. 
I have no doubt the young man who died 
in Toledo from the effects of the poison wore 
light dancing pumps, not made of leather 
but of é¢loth with so-called: patent leather 
coveting. The liquid paste would quickly 
soak through the surface of such a shoe.”

HE publishing season of 1904 has ‘been 
unusually backward. It began in.a 


timid sort of way with a novel or two,’ 


but now it seems to have picked up 
some courage and has entéred full 
fledged into the field.

apublisher feels less hesitation in publishing 
a novel, as.a rule, than he does in publish- 
pooks of more intfinsic value, for the 
‘geason’ that he can certainly count upon 
‘enough novel readers to pay the most of the 
‘expenses, if nothing more.

For in- 
stance, here is one: ~/ 

“June 4, 1846. This memorandum is to 
witness that a bet of one dollar to fifty dol- 


“lars has been made between E. B. Otis and 


Wm. H. Prescott, Esq., the latter betting 
fifty dollars .that he will read for, compose, 
and write one hundred pages of his ‘ History 
of Peru’ in a hundred days, the days to be

Even 
the best revolt from the inanity. They feel 


| the need of emphasis and make it—to their 


own undoing, usually.. I know one medium 
sized town which puts forth more human 
horrible and. fascinating 
picturesq s than Chicago ever dreams 
of. I can’t imagine why, unless it is because 
there are orime belts even as there are cy- 
clone belts. (And it does, by the way, give 
a Chicagoan a peculiar pleasure to be pity- 
ing another town for its corruption.) But 
to return to Miss Wright’s work: “ The 
Test” is a crime—not an unnatural one, but 
the most natural, and, in a sense, the most 
disinterested one in thé world.

Remove thé cloth and cords, 
place on a hot dish, ahd pour white sauce 
over it. Sprinkle with minced parsley. . 
FRICASSEE CHICKEN.—Cut up two 
chickegs, put them in a stewpan with cold 
water enough to cover them, cover closely, 
cook until tender and the water nearly all 
boiled out of it. Season with a tablespoon- 
ful of four rubbed in a large tablespoonful- 
of butter, a teaspoonful of salt, and.a little 
pepper. Stir all in with the chicken and 
pour in @ cup of cream or milk with the 
beaten yolk of an egg. Let all come toa boil. 
Turn into a covered dish and serve. | 

ROASTED CHICKEN.—Draw, wash well, 

‘wipe dry, and turn the pinions under; press 
the wings closely to the body and tie to keep 
in place. Make slits each side of the body 
and force the ends of the legs in; fill with 
a stuffing of bread crumbs, chestnuts, or po- 
tato¢s. Lay in a dripping pan, season with 
a teaspoonful of salt, half as much pepper, 


flour, péur a pint of boiling water in the 
pan, put in a moderately hot oven, and 
baste frequently; cook two hours. Stew 
neck, gizzard, and liver tender, chop fine, 


smooth, add to the gravy in the pan, boil up, 
and serve in a gravy boat. | 

BAKED CHICKEN.—Split young chickens 
down the back and flatten them out: season 
them with salt and pepper, dredge with 
flour, and put bits of butter all over them. 
An hour or more before cooking them place 
them in a baking pan with enough boiling 
water to cover the bottom. Put them in a 
hot oven, baste and turn them often until 
they are crisp and brown. Have the livers | 
boiled tender, mashed fine, and‘ stir them 
with a teaspoonful of flour, a sprinkle of salt 
and pepper into the gravy in the pan after 
the chickens have been removed.
